A woman from Reading, Pa., writes to comment on a 
column in which I suggested “I love you,” are the most 
beautiful words in any language. She says that “Hi, mom!”

Webb Lowe. C u r r e n t l y а 
name out of the true West 
(Dallas, Tex.) with a ring to 
it like, say, “Matt Dillon.” 
Webb is tall, mostly lean, 
prematurely gray at 38 from 
a lot of straight-from-the-hip 
slingin’. 


In his case, it has been 
hash, uh-er, h a m b u r g e r 
slingin’ since he turned re­ 
spectable (got married and 
had a family to s u p p o r t ) 
some 10 years ago. Now he 
has moved into the top ticket 
bigtime of herdin’ the vol­ 
ume sales of steak. 


As far as he is concerned, 
it’s been a superprime climb 
to the top as president of a 
chain of family steak restau­ 
rants. And he’s not finished 
yet. His technique for suc­ 
cess is rather simple—hard 
work. Same, he says, as his 
technique for being a trou­ 
ble-shooter for former em­ 
ployer, McDonald’s. 


“I go into a community 
and ask at least 200 people 
what is wrong with a certain 
restaurant. You can offer all 
the free dinners you want 
but that doesn’t a s s u r e a 
patron will return. You have 
to find out what’s wrong.” 


Lowe came to president of 
Bonanza International, Inc., 
from a starting spot as an 
85-cent-an-h our counterboy 
for the mammoth hamburg­ 
er-dispensing c o m p a n y 10 
years ago in Toledo. With 
nine transfers in nine years 
he ticked off his on-the-spot 
t r a i n i n g jobs as fireman, 
grillman, shakeman, p r o p ­ 
erty sales and manager to 
executive vice president. 


There is little d o u b t he 
likes the food service indus­ 
try and is especially hipped 
on the strong growth of the 
family r e s t a u r a n t - t y p e 
operation. 


“As an industry,” he says, 
“we are going toward more 
convenience. I feel it is no 


longer a convenience to sit 
in a car at a drive-in. Many 
drive-ins convert for $8,500 
to $20,000 and wind up with 
dining-seating inside but with 
the same old drive-in menu.” 


The dine-out dollars in the 
’70s, he a g r e e s , w i l l be 
spent: 19 per cent carry-outs, 
23 per cent drive-ins, 47 per 
cent family restaurants and 
11 per cent luxury restau­ 
rants. 


Using his family as perfect 
examples, Lowe points out 
he can take them to steak 
pits and escape with a check 
of $12-15 for six, explaining 
that his younger ones usually 
prefer hamburger and chick­ 
en but the rest eat steak. 


“This is significant to any 
family man dining out,” he 
says. “The g u y e a r n i n g 
$8,000-$10,000 a y e a r j u s t 
can’t spend $40 on a family 
dinner even once a month or 
sometimes once a year.” 


Although the firm has a 


home economist and staff. 
Lowe admits he occasionally 
makes food suggestions. 


“I tell my subordinates not 
to let me make too many 
mistakes. We test reason­ 
able ideas on consumers and 
we do have the advantage 
over a luxury restaurant We 
can afford to develop a supe­ 
rior salad dressing or des­ 
sert and compete with any 
expensive restaurant t h i s 
way.” 


With his years as a profes­ 
sional hash-slinger, Lowe ad­ 
mits a love of cooking. “Per­ 
haps my wife and children 
humor me but I feel I work 
c u l i n a r y magic.

Song writers have been 
enamored of the bluebird of 
happiness. What happiness? 
The bluebird is a threatened 
species. In fact, nature fans 
are mobilizing a rescue at­ 
tempt. 


First there was the purple 
martin. Valued as an air­ 
borne, living pesticide, this 
bird has been lured by in­ 
creasing numbers of familes 
and c*ven whole communities 
erecting the apartment-house 
types of nest houses the bird 
likes. 


Now it’s the eastern blue­ 
bird, having trouble because 
it competes with two feath­ 
ered scrappers, the starling 
and house sparrow, for de 
creasing numbers of natural 
nesting sites, holes in old 
trees. 


Richard Rough’s Audubon 
Bird Guide says most purple 
martins now nest in artificial 
sites. 
This same situation 
will have to come about to 
save the bluebird. 


In attracting and protect­ 
ing the purple martin, it’s 
amusing to note, the modern 
family is c o n t i n u i n g a 
custom t r a c i n g back to 
American 
Indians 
before 
A m e r i c a 
was 
settled. 
Pioneers found the Indians’ 
gourds on poles to keep the 
martins nearby and copied 
them. 
Most people living today 
have never seen a bluebird. 
The s c a r c i t y , the bird’s 
friend's say, is because of 
man’s tampering, not ex­ 
cluding the introduction of 


Kiehard Sloan's great new 
picture of the bluebird. 


the s t a r l i n g and house 
sparrow. 
Helping the bird can be 
rewarding. Floyd King in 
upstate New York spotted a 
bluebird on an old farm in 
1965. His very first efforts to 
help were successful and in 
the spring of '69, eight pairs 
raised some 50 fledglings. 
His secret was erecting 30 
to 40 houses of varied design 
and letting the birds pick the 
ones they liked. 
T h e r e are recommended 
designs for bluebird houses, 
of course. One friend of this 
bird, 
Larry 
Zeleny, 
4312 
Van Buren St., Hyattsville, 
Md. 20782, offers to answer 
any questions sent him ac- 
c o m p a n i e d by a self- 
addressed, s t a m p e d enve­ 
lope Those who want house

SE, 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 49502. 
What are called “ bluebird 
trails” are the popular new 
approach. A string of boxes 
are erected in rural terri­ 
tory, located along roads so 
they can be watched and 
protected during the nesting 
season. 
As to the purple martin, 
there are great events trans­ 
piring in its behalf among 
the far-flung membership of 
the Griggsville Wild Bird 
Society, Griggsville, 111. 
This bird, you know, is the 
only one which has its own 
n e w s p a p e r , the “ Purple 
Martin Capitol News,’’ put 
out by the society, a master­ 
piece which all those inter­ 
ested in birds s h o u l d be 
familiar with. 
This winter, the society 
has been lending a magnifi­ 
cent $250,000 collection of 
nature pictures to art muse­ 
ums for exhibit. The works 
of Mark Catesby, the first 
American bird artist (1683- 
1749), A l e x a n d e r Wilson, 
(1766-1813) and John James 
Audubon (1785-1851) are in­ 
cluded. 
Another 
g r e a t 
nature 
painter represented is Rich­ 
ard Sloan who has done a 
number of bird pictures for 
the Griggsville Society. 
One of the 10 pictures in 
Sloan’s “ life history” of the 
purple martin series is a 
study he w e n t to South 
America to get. 
It shows 
the martin in its far-away 
winter h a b i t a t along the 
Amazon.

Some folks say that the 
covvpuncher r e a l l y doesn’t 
exist any more. But men 
who do the cowboy’s work 
are still around, although 
they may “go under a new 
handle"—ranch hand, man­ 
ager, 
feed 
lot 
technician, 
etc. 
Admittedly many of their 
duties have died ‘ with the 
Old West, like taking a big 
herd from Texas to Dodge 
City or fixing fences. 
Most of them drive trucks 
now, but the ability to break 
a horse is still a handy thing 
for an aspiring cowboy be­ 
cause. as the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s Occupational Outlook 
Quarterly notes, not all of 
the old skills are confined 
e x c l u s i v e l y to the rodeo 
arena. 
Joyce Kling of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics puts the 
lacts together as follows: 
Today, trail d r i v e s are 
short, usually from range to 
pasture to loading platform. 
Most of the land is fenced 
( t h o u g h not all); conse­ 
quently. the roundup is con­ 
siderably less complicated 
than it once was. 
As a r e s u l t 
of these 
changes, as well as techno­ 
logical innovations, such as 
scientific feeding m e t h o d s 
and increased use of motor­ 
ized v e h i c l e s , cattle are 
raised much differently to­ 
day. 
Ranching operations are 
basically of three types. 
• The 
commercial 
beef 
ranch deals primarily with 
cow herds and their calves 
and yearlings. The calves 
are born or “dropped” in 
the spring and, either in the 
fall when they are weaned 
or the following spring as 
yearlings, they are sold and 
shipped to a feed lot, the sec­ 
ond type of operation. 
• A feed lot is often quite 
small—a b o u t five or six 
acres—though sometimes it 
can be considerably larger. 
Most feed lots handle about 
1,000 to 30,000 head of cattle 
at a time. The cattle are 
kept enclosed and are care­ 
fully and constantly fed, usu­ 
ally on grain, until they are 
fat enough for market. Some 
ranches combine feed lot 
and range operations.

• A third type of ranching 
operation—commonly known 
as a “registered outfit”— 
raises cattle for breeding 
purposes. On these ranches, 
the sire and dam of each 
calf are recorded—that is, 
the blood lines are carefully 
traced. Each animal is then 
registered with the appropri­ 
ate cattle organization. Ani­ 
mals from such ranches are 
sold or rented to range oper­ 
ators to upgrade the qualitv 
of their stock. 
Basically, the work of to­ 
day’s cowboy involves rais­ 
ing and caring for a herd of 
cattle until it is ready for 
either market or breeding. 
Although no two ranches are 
alike, on a hypothetical beef- 
raising ranch the cowboy’s 
work is defined largely by 
the seasons of the year. 
One of the heaviest work­ 
loads comes a calf-roundup 
time in the spring. The new 
calves must be rounded up, 
vaccinated, branded and de­ 
horned. The bull calves must 
be castrated, after which 
they are known as steers. 
The branded calves are 
turned back out to pasture, 
and summer work begins. 
Fence-mending, general re­ 
pair work, occasional veteri­ 
nary chores, checks on irri­ 
gation lines might all be a 
part of the cowboy’s daily 
routine. 
Haying time is another 
busy period of year, espe­ 
cially in northern areas. The 
raking and stacking or bail­ 
ing is heavy, hard work, 
though mechanical devices 
may 
lighten 
it on 
many 
ranches. 
Sometime 
early 
in 
the 
summer, the bulls are put 
out 
with the cow 
herds. 


About a month later, drys 
(cows w h i c h h a v e not 
calved) may be g a t h e r e d 
and shipped. Sometime in 
S e p t e m b e r , r i d e r s go 
through the herds and look 
for cows with poor quality 
calves and mark the cows 
for shipment. 
Fall roundup time comes 
in October and in some 
areas even earlier. At that 
time, any unbranded calves 
are branded and otherwise 
t r e a t e d . Calves are then 
taken from their mothers 
and sorted into two groups— 
steers and heifers (females). 
The steers are shipped; a 
certain per cent of the heif­ 
ers, often weak ones, and 
cows may be culled and 
shipped also. 
The cowboy’s job is sub­ 
stantially easier than it was 
100 years ago. He can often 
ride fence in a truck and 
communicate with his boss 
on a walkie-talkie, but the 
basic 
resp o n sib ility —the 
care of the herd—is the 
same. 
Most cattle-raising is still 
done in the western states. 
Although there is no “aver­ 
age” ranch, a typical spread 
might employ from three to 
10 full-time hands. Additional 
part-time help might be used 
during roundup, haying or 
other peak times. Many of 
the part-timers are “retired 
cowboys,” men who have 
jobs away from the ranch 
but who are happy to have a 
chance to mount a horse and 
"cut” some calves once a 
year. Some college students 
and t e a c h e r s who know 
something about the cattle 
business also are employed 
during busy times of the 
year. 
There is a demand for the 


college graduate, too, espe­ 
cially with feed lots and reg­ 
istered herds. A degree in 
animal science or animal 
h u s b a n d r y can prove ex­ 
tremely valuable here. Two- 
year technical courses in 
feed lot training are offered 
in junior colleges, usually in 
areas where feed lots are 
found. 


But large ranch or small, 
reliability is a much-sought- 
a f t e r characteristic; 
the 
cowboy must be self-reliant 
and willing to accept respon­ 
sibility. 


S t a r t i n g 
salaries 
on 
ranches tend to be fairly 
low, compared to those of­ 
fered in other industries. 


As the old wranglers with 
jangling spurs fade away, a 
new 20th-century c o w m a n 
emerges. Yet most ranchers 
still keep some horses, and 
the cowboy who can ride out 
and round up the “critters” 
probably will be around for 
a long time.

According to medical and social authorities, the foregoing 
symptoms may indeed indicate something is wrong. Your 
child may be taking narcotics. If so. it is definitely your 
business and you may even be able to help. 


I .us\ now 
Don t charge the bathroom door. Recognizing 
drug use in kids, especially your own, is a complex and 
sensitive matter. Heroin addicts are sullen, but so are girls 
m training bras. Marijuana smokers are sleepy, but so are 
students cramming for math exam s. 
Barbiturate users 
seek bathroom solace, but so do most kids who worrv about 
their complexions. 


Nonetheless, drug-use symptoms in young people are 
often clear enough. Kids are seldom sophisticated about it. 
There are any number of things to look for. Among them. 
New \ ork City’s addiction agency and the National Insti­ 
tute of Mental Health list these: 


For Soft Drugs 
-A brupt changes in regular habits, such as late sleeping 
appetite loss, constipation, irritability and disinterest in 
social functions. 


--Unusual amounts of drug literature, incense (to cover 
smoke sm ell), cigarette papers, locked boxes and reluc­ 
tance to discuss it all.

A—It depends on (a) how 
much you’re s a v i n g , (b) 
whether you’re talking about 
long-term or short-term sav­ 
ings and (c) your idea of 
how much “bother” is worth 
to you. 
The new rates offer quite 


Savers, Small Difference In Interest Rate Adds Up 


a range—from 4 4 to 6 per 
cent, or even higher in the 
case of large deposits. It’s 
not always a matter of “one 
place or another” ; the same 
savings institution may offer 
different kinds of accounts, 
paying different rates of in­ 
terest. 
To get the higher rate, you 
generally have to commit 
your money to a time de-

posit for some months or 
years, or it may be a matter 
of your choice between two 
or more methods of credit­ 
ing interest. 
For example, one common 
choice today is between an 
account paying interest from 
day of deposit to day of with­ 
drawal, which may offer a 
4^4 per cent rate of interest, 
and an account paying quar­ 
terly interest, which would 
carry a slightly higher rate, 
probably 5 per cent. 


Making the right choice 
can actually mean a sub­ 
stantial 
difference 
in 
the 
amount of interest your ac­ 
count earns, 
and 
it 
may 
earn more at the lower rate. 
Are you a person who makes 
frequent deposits and with­ 
drawals? The way quarterly 
interest generally works, if 


you deposit $100 a couple of 
weeks after the beginning of 
a quarter, then withdraw $75 
a couple of weeks before the 
end of the q u a r t e r , you 
would receive no interest at 
all on the $75, even though it 
had been on deposit for two 
months. 
In an account paying in­ 
terest from day of deposit 
to day of withdrawal, you 
would receive 4^4 per cent 
interest 
(for example) 
on 
your $75 for two months— 
which is considerably better 
than nothing at 5 per cent. 


To answer your question 
about how much “an extra 
one-half per cent or so” is 
worth: 
Not very much, if 
you’re talking about the in­ 
terest 
on 
$10. 
for a 
few 
months. Specifically, for six 
months it’s worth a nickel. 


If 
you’re 
talking 
about 
larger amounts of money, 
on deposit over longer pe­ 
riods of time, even one-half 
per cent can be worth quite 
a bit of bother. For example: 
If you put $30 into savings 
on the first of every month 
for 10 years, w ith' interest 
compounded quarterly, here 
are the end results as af­ 
fected by the difference of 
one-half per cent and 1 per 
cent:

—Loss of skin color, loss of weight, lack of any interest 
in personar appearance (mossy teeth) are sometimes clues 
ol increased narcotics reliance. 
-A c ts of dishonesty, such as sugar-jar pilfering, shoplift­ 
ing or forging family checks, are ways a beginning user 
may get funds for his purchases. 
—Appearance of pinpoint scabs on the arms, legs or feet, 
oi (if ops of blood on shirtsleeves indicate needle use 


—Sores or ulcerated skin under the nostrils, or in the 
area of the lips, may be caused by “snorting” (the direct 
inhalation) of heroin powder. 
Yawning, tearing, watery nose discharges, profuse 
perspiration, gooseflesh, tremors and vomiting are solid 
signs of early or late hard-drug use. 
—Cramps, twitching, severe stomach sickness, diarrhea 
bedroom stalking and angry irrationality indicate trouble. ’ 


But i ,'ain, a note of caution. Any of these symptoms, 
even the scabs on the flesh, may be otherwise explained 
A narcotics expert. New York’s addiction commissioner 
Larry Bear, feels, “Parents must never panic or be pushy 
Under some circum stances, a false accusation might actu­ 
ally push the child toward narcotics.” 


Moreover, parental delicacy should prevail even if actual 
drug use is discovered. For it benefits nobody, officials in­ 
sist, if a parent just rages, cuffs his kid, cuts off funds. 
Instead, says New York’s Bear: 


“A parent should be calm and understanding and sympa 
thetic, If he lives in a city, there are probably agencies 
where he can get expert help for his child, if he Pves 
elsewhere, there may be medical or juvenile authorities 
who are qualified to assist. If nobody else is available, a 
regular doctor or clergyman might lend understanding aid. 
In any event, a parent should learn all he can about drugs 
and his child 
And in the end, it com es down to just this: 
if your child is taking narcotics—love him. that’s all; love 
him anyway.” 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

I guess I know what Doug 
Sanders goes through now.

Smile, Suh, W hen 
You Say 'Crass'

LOUISVILLE (NEA) 
The notion that the liquor industry will suffer if m ari­ 
juana becomes legalized does not appeal to many people 
in this city. This is the bourbon capital of the world and 
telling citizens here that legal grass could replace booze 
is like telling someone in Winston-Salem, N.C.. that ciga­ 
rette smoking may be hazardous to his health. 
The fact that several cigarette companies already have 
patented brand names like "Acapulco Gold” and "Panam a 
Red”—both popular varieties of m arijuana—would seem 
indication enough that the drug is being taken seriously by 
the cigarette industry. 
For the most part, however, the liquor industry remains 
a little offended by the insinuation that people drink and 
smoke grass for the same purpose. 
"Let’s just say the parallel is poorly taken,” said 37- 
year-old Frank Thompson, p r e s i d e n t of the company 
which manufactures the largest-selling bourbon in Ken 
tuckv (Yellowstone). 


Thompson is a Yale man, tall, blond and blue of eyes. 
His grandfather began the company more than 100 years 
ago. When Prohibition took effect in September, 1919, the 
United States Treasury Department selected seven distil­ 
leries to operate on a limited scale producing medicinal 
whiskey. The Thompsons’ company, Glenmore Distillers, 
was one of the first chosen. 


"The liquor industry gets blamed for everything,” said 
1 hompson, 
so it doesn t surprise me that someone would 
come up with an idea like this.” 
Thompson contends that persons who drink his bourbon 
for purely social reasons have no desire for the side effects 
offered by marijuana. 
If we thought people drank just to become intoxicated, 
why would we go to all the trouble that is involved in pro­ 
ducing a better-tasting bourbon?” he asked. "Liquor is a 
convenient social release. It calms the excited and perks 
up the despondent. There’s a helluva lot of social con­ 
sciousness in the liquor industry.” 
Thompson hates drugs. "I don’t know how those drug 
people can hold their heads up when they know it’s the 
kids who are getting those barbiturates,” he said. 
There is considerable difference between the dope addict 
and the alcoholic, he said, and the liquor industry desires 
no traffic with either. 
’ The person who is going to become an alcoholic is al­ 
ready sick 
Thompson said. "An alcoholic doesn’t neces­ 
sarily drink liquor, anyway. Most of the time he can’t 
afford it. 
I’ve seen them drink everything from cheap wine to 
heat, which is an automobile radiator additive.” 
^Still, there is booze and there are the booze hounds 


"Look,’ says Thompson, impatiently, "you’ve never seen 
a liquor advertisement that asked you to drink more, have 
you. No, you haven t. There’s no law that says we can’t 
have ads on TV. It’s a self-imposed law.

But What of 
Automation?

NEWCASTLE, D e la w a re - 
(N FA )—Forty-eight-year-old 
Bill Ludlan thinks he may 
be 
a 
victim 
of industrial 
automation — but not in the 
usual sense. 
It’s not threatening his job. 
It's threatening his rights. 
Ludlan is an installer for 
the 
Diamond 
State 
Tele­ 
phone Company, an arm of 
the Bell Telephone System. 
Generally s p e a k i n g , he 
likes the work. 
He hasn’t 
even any real gripes about 
the pay — which is $148 a 
week take-home. Rather, it’s 
the future which concerns 
Bill Ludlan — what the work 
and the pay will be like in 
years to come. 
Here’s his point: 
Like 
millions of o t h e r 
Americans, Ludlan belongs 
to a union. United Telephone 
Workers. But unlike m ost of 
the others, he feels his union 
may now be at the m ercy of 
the very roots it stem s from 
—autom ated electronics. 
In other words, he feels 
the 
UTW 
m em bership 
no 
longer has the full power of 
traditional 
collective 
b a r ­ 
g a i n i n g . Because the tele­ 
phone system is so com plete­ 
ly autom ated that normal 
union 
recourse 
(a 
strike) 
ca n ’t disrupt service fast 01 
severely 
enough 
to 
force 
m anagem ent into a conciliat­ 
ing corner. 
He explains: 
“ Let’s say we do go on 
strike some day for more 
money. What would happen 
to 
everybody’s 
telephone? 
Nothing. 
The whole phone 
system is autom ated so that 
constant repair is not abso­ 
lutely necessary. Telephone 
calls would just continue to 


go through. 
Company otti- 
cials would just sit back and 
wait. And us guys out on 
strike would just get pretty 
thin before long.’’ 
Ludlan believes this Situa­ 
tion might occur regardless 
of how wide a given tele­ 
phone strike was. 
That is, 
even if an entire state like 
Delaware struck, the affect­ 
ed phone system is so tech­ 
nically and physically struc­ 
tured that n o n - s t r i k i n g 
supervisors could 
continue 
operation indefinitely. 
Thus, says Ludlan. “ our 
rights 
as 
union 
men 
are 
pretty thin.” 
But don’t get the m a n 
wrong. 
He’s w a v i n g no 
spear, 
nor 
mounting 
any 
ram parts. Telephone m a n 
Ludlan makes this observa­ 
tion about union rights only 
and entirely in passing. Ac­ 
tually. he’s losing no sleep 
over it at all. 
He’s just sitting 
in 
his 
green panel truck, alongside 
a coffee stop, fiddling with 
a bone-white Princess phone, 
and obligingly passing the 
time of day. 
Ordinarily, 
he 
says, 
he 
doesn’t think about his union 
at all. He pays 75 cents a 
week dues, but th at’s about 
it. He rarely attends m eet­ 
ings; he doesn’t rem em ber 
the elected leaders. 
His job, for the most part, 
occupies his daily thought. 
He’s had it 14 years now. 
Fight to five. An "hour lunch. 
Some overtime. 
“ It s a good, steady job. 
They never lav anybody off. 
You 
always 
k n o w 
what 
you’re doing the next week. 
I’d be making more if I was 
an 
electrician, 
naturally— 
what do they m ake now. $7 
an hour? But this is O.K. I

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Puffs of Pot 
Pooped Out 


By TO M TIEDE 
NEW YORK—(NEA)—Recently I was allowed to pull a 
halt dozen kids out of Junior High School 22 here to ques­ 
tion them about teen-age m arijuana use. 
Things went along as expected until one of the students, 
age 15, asked why all of a sudden all the newspaper re ­ 
porters are writing about pot. He said tightly: “ You know, 
man, if grass is worth all this fuss and bother, mavbe it’s 
also worth taking.’’ 
The kid hit a nerve. He was suggesting 
something I ’ve worried about before. 
That pot stories, pot pictures, pot news­ 
reels and pot books mav be doing more 
harm than good. That by informing the 
public about m arijuana, the m ass media 
may also be conjuring up an irresistible 
curiosity about it. 
An ex-addict tells me he learned how­ 
to smoke by reading an article in a New 
York tabloid. The director of a local re ­ 
habilitation house says he has to screen 
magazines (for alluring pot pictures) 
before allowing them among residents. Indeed, there is so 
much 
m arijuana 
data being 
published today (one under­ 
ground paper prints availability and prices each week) 
that a M anhattan cop believes: “ Anybody who isn’t very 
curious by now is blind or dead.” 
Furtherm ore, this curiosity is not limited to the young. 
In the suburbs pot parties are more popular than wife 
swapping. Use of m arijuana on Wall Street is reportedly 
becoming common. A friend who knows I’m on a drug 
assignm ent regularly asks me. only half smiling, if I can 
pick him up a sample or two. 
I can even give a personal example of pot curiosity. 
I can say that I have taken it myself—not for kicks or re ­ 
search but out of sheer inquisitiveness. I grew up to believe 
that m arijuana, like Nazism, was evil. Period. No argu­ 
ments. But now I find myself in a society where the weed 
has erudite, important allies. Researchers say it’s less 
harmful than bourbon. Government officials * feel laws 
against it are too harsh. And no user I know is going blind 
or insane from the stuff. 
So like many people. I’m off balance. What was once 
a poison to me is now merely a compelling controversy_ 
m ade exciting and enticing by the furor raging over the 
endless yes-it-is-no-it-isn’t debate. 
Everything I see or hear seems to insist: Try it yourself. 
So I have. I’ve tried pot. Exactly once. 
I went about it giddily, I’m afraid. I visited one of the 
psychedelically painted “ head” shops in lower Manhattan. 
I studied all of the w o r k i n g s , from cigarette-rolling 
machines to roach clips. (The form er is self explanatory, 
the latter is used to hold a m arijuana butt for the last few 
puffs.) The more I looked, the more interested I becam e 
Burning incense. Colored lights. A mystical place. 
So I bought some stuff on the street. One joint for 50 
cents. The 16-year-old salesm an also had pills at a dime 
apiece and heroin bags at $4 50. 
Then I went back to my apartm ent. I should say sneaked 
back to my apartm ent. For pot possession is quite illegal 
—and I felt every cop in town staring at me. 
Once inside, however, I felt no more guilt. Only e m b ar­ 
rassm ent. I sat alone on my bed. I put the twisted end of 
the makings in my mouth. I lit up and took a drag. Deeply, 
as any article on pot emphasizes, and as any teen-ager on 
the street knows by now. Another drag. A slight cough (I 
don t smoke). And within a few brief minutes, the sweet­ 
smelling cigarette was gone.

C L E V E L A N D , Oh i o — 
(N E A ) —Herbert Johnson— 
Seminole Indian, native of 
this land, h o s p i t a l book­ 
keeper, father of four chil­ 
dren—is one of 3.700 Ameri­ 
can Indians who live in this 
midwest city of more than 
800.000 people. 


“One day,” says Johnson, 
“we hope to go back to Okla­ 
homa. I don’t want to lose 
my identity. I’m an Indian 
first.’’ 


He is also one of more than 
200.000 
Indians 
who 
have 
chosen to live in America’s 
larger cities in the last 10 
years, most under a little- 
publicized federal aid pro­ 
gram. 


Johnson arrived in Cleve- 
and in April, 1964, under the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs’

Employment Assistance Pro­ 
gram He had only two chil­ 
dren then and a job as a 
shipping clerk, which he quit . 
after two weeks. He worked 
for a paint company and a 
year later became a book­ 
keeper at Lutheran Hospital 
the had two years of college 
at the Oklahoma State Uni­ 
versity branch in Okmul­ 
gee). 


His wife, 
a 
Cree from 
Tulsa, is a nurse at Lutheran 
two days a week 
The Johnsons are buying 
their own home in a chang­ 
ing neighborhood on Cleve­ 
land’s old west side. Two of 
his four c h i l d r e n attend a 
Catholic elementary school, 
where he coaches the track 
team. 
When J o h n s o n says he 
hopes some day to return to 
Oklahoma, it is not the call 
of the reservation that lures 
him. He never lived on one. 


“I was raised in an orphan­ 
age and went to school at 
Sequoiah Vocational Train­ 
ing School in Tahlequah. the 
Cherokee Indian capital in 
Oklahoma,” 
Johnson 
said. 
But as an Indian raised in 
the wide-open West, he does 
not c o n s i d e r a metropolis 
like Cleveland the place to 
call home forever. 
Russell M e a n s , a trans­ 
planted 
Sioux from 
South 
Dakota, 
a g r e e s—vehem­ 
ently: 
“The majority of Indians 
in C l e v e l a n d is alienated 
and alone. There are many 
reasons. One is because we 
are neither white nor black.” 
Means, 30, married to a 
Hopi, father of a son and 
daughter, is a militant “ for 
my brothers and sisters, not 
only of red skin but also of 
black.” 
But he does not believe in 
violence. “The Indian,” he 
says, “ is not a believer in 
violence. You know we are 
the only o n e s who ever 
fought the white man in this 
country—when we had to— 
but that is not our way. 
“Our 
e l d e r s 
say. 
‘Be 
patient.’ I consider the white 
man a passing phenomenon. 
You’ve only been here about 
350 years; that’s not a very 
long time.” 


Means looks like the rodeo 
circuit performer he used to 
be: Tall, well-built, long black 
hair, a prominent scar on his 
left eyebrow t h a t shows 
when he removes the sun­ 
glasses he wears even in his 
simple office. 
He is executive director of 
the C l e v e l a n d American 
Indian C e n t e r , which is 
located in a church basement 
not 
far 
from 
Cleveland’s 
landmark Terminal Tower, 
and tries to preserve the 
Indians’ cultural values in 
an urban environment. 
“ We are trying also to 
teach the non-Indian com­ 
munity w h a t Indians are 
like, and to wake up suburb­ 
anites to I n d i a n needs," 
Means commented.

After he was graduated 
from Arizona State Univer­ 
sity with a degree in account­ 
ing, Means thought he was 
going to follow a traditional 
path among educated Indi­ 
ans. “ You know,” he said, 
“ the successful businessman 
thing.”

M o s t r e n t their 
houses, but under a Bureau 
of Indian A f f a i r s home 
purchase plan now in effect,

per cent of the purchase 
price (whichever is less), to 
buy a home. 


Under the Employment As­ 
sistance Program an Indian 
aged 18 to 35 who wants to 
relocate in a city can move 
to C h i c a g o , Cleveland, 
Dallas, D e n v e r , Oakland, 
Los Angeles or San Jose.

worthy of King Canute, the 
man who ordered the tide to 
turn back. 


But Marc Savage, a 37- 
year-old native of Bayonne, 
N.J.. is convinced that his 
scheme to reverse the brain 
drain is not nearly so crack­ 
pot as King Canute’s. 


For one thing, recent cut­

Contrary to .American in­ 
dustry. the British are look­ 
ing for bright young men

management posts. 


In the United States an 
opposite trend has set in, ac­

Savage. 
Thus, 
while younger men in the 
lower 
echelons 
are 
being 
paid off by the thousands, 
there is a brisk demand for 
older, experienced men to 
fill top management posts.

ness executives to emigrate 
to Britain is a large order 
worthy of King Canute, the 
man who ordered the tide to 
turn back. 


But M arc Savage, a 37- 
year-old native of Bayonne, 
N .J.. is convinced that his 
scheme to reverse the brain 
drain is not nearly so crack­ 
pot as King Canute’s. 


Fo r one thing, recent cut­ 
backs in Am erican industry, 
notably

ecutive talent onto the em ­

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Lemmings 


Ihose furry little Arctic animals that for some among 
us, scholars and the simply superstitious, are so symbol­ 
laden are at it again. 
b>om the Scandinavian north come reports of another 
great lemming migration. The five-inch rodents have been 
pouring southward this spring in the greatest numbers in 
a decade. 


What It amounts to is a m ass suicide movement, in the 
most dram atic version ending when millions of lemmings 
race right off Norwegian cliffs to death in the icy sea. The 
end actually is likely to come much earlier and more pro­ 
saically, when the frantic lemmings drop from exhaustion 
or are hunted down by predators. One observer in north­ 
ern Sweden currently reports counting more than 1 ООО 
dead lemmings within less than a square mile. 
To Laplanders who share their Arctic homeland, the re ­ 
current lemming migrations are viewed as ill omens of 
imfieriding disasters. Suicidal rushes preceded both world 
wars, it is pointed out. 
Social and scientific thinkers, however, are fond of seeing 
in the L em m ing’s strange death rite a dram atic example 
ol another type of disaster, one that applies to man. 
The migrations follow excessive population increases and 
while the lemmings don’t mean to commit suicide, scien­ 
tists say, that this is what comes of their consequent manic
